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CIVIL WAR REENACTMENTS IN 
NORTHEASTERN CONNECTICUT 


It was a beautiful sunny day in at the Nathan Hale Homestead in Coventry, CT and my family and I were enjoying a festival 
filled with folks dressed in period garb, admiring the tools and chatting with the vendors, when suddenly a rider on a 
white horse came galloping up, shouting a rallying call to the crowd, “The British are coming!” 


ile around us others busily 
gathered an impressive array 
of weapons and congregated at 


the far end of the field, I gathered up my 2 
children and hustled them over to the stone 
fence lining the grassy dirt road. Then we 
waited, peering in the direction the rider 
had come. 

The trill of a piper and the rattle 
of snare drums was the first sign of the 
approaching army and soon the flash of 
red coats were seen through the trees. An 
officer rode alongside the columns of men 
shouting orders. Surprisingly quickly they 
had marched into the field alongside us and 
ac-tually engaged the American militiamen. 
Guns and cannons boomed, there was 
smoke and shout-ing: it was suddenly bia HU 
the American Revolution in 1779 and we ? PASH Fi, 
were in the midst of a Revolutionary War 
reenactment. 

I was impressed by how real and intense it all 
felt - even as a spectator. Steve Gardner, the head of 
the British 54th Regiment of Foote, explains that they 
bring alive the history caught in the pages of textbooks 
and the walls of museums. The reenactors go to great 
lengths to ensure the time period is authentically 
portrayed. Even those wool coats that you may assume 
are stuffy and hot are actually not made of the thick 
wool we use today - they are made in a particular mill 
in England to replicate the fabric and the colors worn 
by the British troops which makes them comfortable 
to wear. Even the guns and cannons are authentic 
reproductions. The smoke we saw was from the 
gunpowder exploding, but there is no projectile in the 
musket to be fired by the explosion. 

Reenacting attracts a variety of people: some like 
wearing an interesting and sharp looking uniform, some 
are passionate about the research, some appreciate 
the community. Most of those who join a regiment are 
drawn to it after watching an event. Steve makes no 
bones about saying it is an engrossing hobby, that takes 
time, money, and effort and is also very fulfilling. He 
has been involved with reenactments for 42 years and 
enjoyed it so much he has become an expert purveyor 
of clothing, making period clothing tailored individually 
for each participant. 

The average reenactor concentrates on one 
character. For instance, Dan Newman portrays an 
American surgeon from Newport. A loyalist, he joined 
the 54th Regiment during the Revolu-tionary War

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to oppose the revolutionaries who wanted to leave 
the British Crown. He has a significant collection of 
historical surgical instruments which are sobering to 
observe - they confirm to me that people back then were 
a lot tougher than we are today.

troops: there are British, Loyalist, French, 
Spanish, German, Native American and 
civilian members. It’s activities include 
military exercises and encampments, 
period firelock shooting competitions, and 
craft demonstrations. The encampments 
happen when various regiments and 
militias are invited to gather by a hosting 
organization. For instance, Old Sturbridge 
Village has a large annual gathering every 
August - August 6-7th in 2016. In the 
summer, Steve’s 54th Regi-ment meets for 
events about once a month; in the winter 
less often. Roughly 25% of the engage- 
ments replicate a historical event, following 
an accurate battle plan. However, most of 
the encoun-ters are instead “unscripted.”

Lisa Andanucci’s energetic, vivacious warmth permeates the atmosphere at My Dog Training 


Center in Putnam. She welcomes me to her indoor training facility over the barks of her 


2 dogs, warns me it’s going to get louder as more dogs arrive, and then quiets the 2 spaniels in 


their crates with a word. I am here to watch an Agility Run Through drop in class: an hour 


for students in Lisa’s programs to come practice an agility course with their dogs. While I’m here 


for article research, I also have a daughter clamoring for a dog and am interested to chat 
with Lisa about how to find a dog that is a good fit for our family. I’ve come to the right place, 
since with a lifetime of working with dogs, she is a fount of information and knowledge about 


dogs, people, and the relationships between the species.

oon after I arrive, the 
room fills with dogs and 
owners, and Lisa greets lA 





both humans and animals with 
equal affection. The dogs are well 
socialized and settle into their 
roomy crates until their turn on 
the course. The atmosphere is 
friendly, energetic, and relaxed. For 
the next hour, I watch dogs run 
up, over and through obstacles 
with the guidance of their owners. 
Big and little, young and old, they 
were all amazing. It is similar to 
dancing - the owners are constantly 
communicating with their dogs in 
a language that my uneducated eye does not pick up. It 
was a blast to watch, and truly, all the participants had 
even more fun running the course than I did observing! 
While I suspect I got to see the most fun session, 
Lisa offers a range of classes to meet diverse needs of all 
owners: puppy kindergarten, obedience classes, agility, 
and conformation classes. She teaches group classes 
as well as one-on-one sessions, and she even offers 
exactly what I’m looking for - counseling with families or 
individuals about what their needs and goals are to offer 
guidance on dog breeds that will be a good fit for them. 
She has students of all ages, from kids with their first 
dog to adults in their 80’s, and puppies all the way up to 
mature dogs of 11. She also offers testing and certification 
in the American Kennel Club’s “Canine Good Citizen” 
program, a requirement for some shows and activities. 
She says with a laugh, ”I see myself as a coach not a 
trainer, but people are looking for the title “dog trainer” 
so that’s what I use.” Her coaching philosophy is as 
simple as it is complex: to help you, as a dog owner, 
determine your goals and then to work with you and 
your dog to meet those goals. Honestly, Lisa admits, she 
is really coaching the human, “I teach the human how to 
know their dog.” Then the human trains their dog. “Sure, 
I can get a dog to do anything for me, but that doesn’t 
help the owner. They need to build the relationship.” 
Lisa is clear that that no single training style fits 
everyone - each dog has its own personality just as each
